with a floor as smooth as glass. 
Down the curves of this 
natural 
chute the bather slides swiftly to the 
pool below 
So steep is the chute aod 
so rapid the descent that it is only 
a second after the 
bather 
launches 
himself into the stream from a natural 
platform of lava above 
before 
he 
plunges into the crystal pool at the 
bottom

slide.
